Charlie Egan, Sean Lane, Paul Lewis, Bob- 
by McGuiness...they’re some of the for- 
wards who have found out that Croydon’s 
Mark Brown is one of the best man-markers 


in Victorian soccer. 

Brown, 25, also is the longest 
serving player in the history of 
Croydon. When the Victorian 
State League kicked off a few 

_weeks ago, Brown started his 
18th season with the club! 

Brown only ever tackles 
NSL opponents in the Buffalo 
and Dockerty Cups but when 
he does he consistently 
proves that he clearly is very, 
very underrated which 
makes it curious to learn that 
he’s yet to receive an ap- 
proach from an NSL club. 

“Maybe they know how 
much I love Croydon. My 
dream is to play in the Nation- 
al league with Croydon. I know 
that’s not possible next year 
even if we win the title again 
because of the 14-team format 
that's planned for 1987 but I've 
got a few years left in me and 
maybe in a couple of years I'll 
be wearing Croydon’s colors in 
the NSL,” said Brown. 

“Some of the guys I’ve 
marked have big reputations, 
rightly so, because they've 
proven that they can score 
goals but I think that it's as 
much a skill to prevent them 
from turning and getting their 
shots in as it is for them to do 
these things. I like playing 
against good players. It seems 
to bring the best out in me.” 






But Brown knows his 
weaknesses. 

“I'm a better player defen- 
sively than I am going forward. 
But I still can develop. My 
crossing, for example, has 
been poor, but I worked really 
hard on that part of my game 
during pre-season training, and 
all the work I put in was worth 
it a couple of weeks ago when 
we played Springvale. Okay, 
we lost 2-1, but it was my cross 
to the far post that Graham 
French headed in and I got a 
real buzz out of that. 

“Even though Springvale 
beat us I honestly don’t think 
that it’s in the same league as 
us yet. They’ve got five or six 
good players but we've got 1] 
players who could walk into 
any other State League side.” 

Winning last year’s State 
League championship was the 
highlight of Brown’s career. 
He's confident that Croydon 
can repeat the dose this season 
and he only sees two threats — 
Frankston Pines and Western 
Suburbs. 

“Well, Pines is up there at 
present so you've got to say it’s 
in the race. They're noted as 
being an inconsistent side but 
if they can fix up that part of 
their game they'll be there at 
the finish. Suburbs is a pretty

If young Manis Lamond, 
with a handful of reasonable 
matches behind him is a star 
what was Leo Baumgartner, 
John Warren or Attila Abonyi? 

There are innumerable ad- 
jectives and adverbs which 
could be applied to particular 
players. 

To start with, there is 
“sood.” Nobody is a “good 
player” any more, perhaps our 
reporters feel that this is too 
plain a statement. 

Okay, forget about the 
“good”. How about “talented” 
or a host of others: polished, 
promising, skilful, solid, fast, 
powerful, relentless or 
tireless? 

Frankly, 1 would be hard 
pressed to find any player to- 
day for whom I would use the 
term “star” with a clear con- 
science. A star is a lot more 
than just a good player: it is 
an outstanding personality, a 
charismatic individual, an oc- 
casional match-winner; the 
player for whose sake we all 
go to matches. 

Possibly Marshall Soper 
comes closest to this definition 
—and not always in a positive 
sense. Oscar Crino had the tal- 
ent and easy arrogance to be a 
star and John Kosmina would 
have it, too, buf for a somewhat 
dour nature. 

But most others — including 
the Socceroos, the heroes of 
Tel Aviv and Glasgow — are 
simply good players, perhaps 
the best we have, without the 
star qualities. 

That-being the case — in my 
book, anyway — I find it ludi- 
crous that youngsters now 
breaking into the NSL are bur- 
dened with the “star” tag; far 
too many of them cannot cope 
with it at all 

I know that our soccer au- 
thorities are constantly beg- 
ging the press to glamorise our 
players, to build very ordinary 
youngsters into living statues, 
to throw flattering adjectives 
at them, 

But our soccer is littered 
with the sad cases of failed 
“stars,” with players who were 
falsely built into ‘stardom’ and 
then collapsed under this un- 
fair weight, only to vanish for 
ever. 

I hope it won't happen to 
young Lamond, the current 
idol of the press or to many 
other young hopefuls such as 
Farina, De Marigny, Bundalo, 
Clinch, Kalantzis or Koczka 
who all can expect a very 
bright future — provided they 
are not told by phoney proph- 
ets that they are already 
God’s gift to the world of 
sport. 

For every young prayer pre- 
maturely hailed as a “star” 
who later reached the national 
team there are dozens who 
have vanished without a trace.

International appearances have 
been restricted by contractual dis- 
putes but he was one of the first play- 
ers Santana drafted into his squad 
when he resumed as Brazillan na- 
tlenal coach. 

OSCAR (Sao Paulo): Solid, experi- 

enced central defender who ap- 
peared In the 1978 and 1982 World 
Cup finals. He was the subject of a 
$400,000 transfer when moving from 
Ponte Preta to New York Cosmos in 
1979. 
EDINHO (Udinese): Brazil's soun- 
dest central defender during both the 
1978 and 1982 World Cup finals, he 
moved te Udinese in Italy from Flu- 
minense, having served the Rio club 
for nine years. Expected to join Fior- 
entina In July. 


JUNIOR (Torino): Rated the 
world’s top full-back In 1982, when a 
$1.3 million transfer took him from 
Flamengo to Italy's Torino, where 
has has been converted te midfielder 
— a role he may be asked to fill in 
Mexico. The 1985 Brazilian Football- 
er of the Year. 

DIDA (Cortiba): The star of Corti- 
ba’s sensational Brazilian Champlon- 
ship success and Brazil's Coca-Cola 
Cup triumph last year, he won't be 21 
until October, yet appears certain to 
replace Junior at left-back, if the To- 
rino man is preferred in midfield. 

JULIO CESAR SILVA (Guarani): A 
versatile back four player who has 
progressed steadily since appearing 
in the 1981 Coca-Cola Cup finals in 
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Australia, 

BRANCO (Fluminense): Left-back 
who has won a host of domestic hon- 
ors since moving te Fluminense from 
Guarani. Many Europeans persist in 
using his full name — Claudio Ibraim 
Vaz Leal, rather than the nickname 
of Branco, which Brazilians prefer. 

ROBERTO FALCAO (Sao Paulo): 
One of the giants of Spain in 1982, he 
cost Roma $1.9 million when moving 
from Internacional Porte Allegre 
during the same year. He helped 
Roma gain the Italian League title in 
his first season there. At Interna- 
cional, he won three Brazilian Cham- 
pionship winners’ medals and two 
Brazilian Footballer of the Year 
titles. Despite being 32 and showing 
indifferent form since returning to 
Brazil, he seems certain to be an im- 
partant cog in his team’s midfield 
this June, 

ZICO (Flamengo): Now back at his 
original club, Flamengo, after two 
eventful years in Italy with Udinese, 
which paid $4 million to secure him. 
A goalscoring midfielder of immense 
talent, he was superb in the finals of 
1982, the year he was proclaimed 
South American Footballer of the 
Year. He will almost certainly be a 
major figure in the Mundial, if able 
to steer clear of the Injuries which 
have plagued him for the past couple 
of years. 

TONINHO CEREZO (Roma): The 
adopted son of a circus clown, he was 
voted Brazil's Footballer of the Year 
in 1977 and 1988, while with Athletico 


Mineiro. Outstanding performances ~ 


during the 1982 World Cup finals in 
Brazil's midfield persuaded Roma to 
sign him and, despite patchy form in 
Italy, he Is capable of being one of 
the tournament's outstanding talents 
once again. 

SOCRATES (Flamengo): Tall, arro- 
gant midfielder who returned to Bra- 
zil last year after a disappointing 
spell in Italy with Fiorentina, which 
paid $4 million when obtaining his 
transfer from Corinthians. A quall- 
fled doctor, he was the 1983 Football- 
er of the Year for both Brazil and 
South America. One of the most im- 
start performers during the 1982 

nals. 


SILAS (Sao Paulo): Young midfield- 
er who has the talent to hecome a 
superstar in the near future. Voted 
Best Player following the last Coca- 
Cola Cup finals, he has style and vi- 
sion sintilar to Gerson, star of 
Brazil's 1970 World Cup winning side. 

MARINHO (Bangu): Voted best for- 
ward of the 1985 natlonal champion- 
ship, when Bangu was runner-up to 
Cortiba, he was recalled to the Bra- 
zilian squad, after an absence of six 
years, last February.

WALTER CASAGRANDE (Corin- 
thians): Classy forward of Italian de- 
scent who came to the fore in 1983, 
when voted Brazil's “Most Promising 
Player”, topping the Sao Paulo 
League goalscoring chart and win- 
ning a Coca-Cola Cup winners’ med- 
al. Fifth in the 1985 South American 
Footballer of the Year poll. 

MULLER (Sao Paulo): A prolific 
goalscorer In domestic soccer (hence 
the nickname), he too holds a Coca- 
Cola Cup winners’ medal. 


CARECA (Sao Paulo): A gifted for- 
ward who missed the 1982 World Cup 
finals through injury. He joined Sac 
Paulo from Guarani in 1283. 

TELE SANTANA (Coach): Capped 
three times by Brazil as a deep-lying 
right-winger in the 1950s, his club af- 
filiations included Botafogo and Flu- 
minense where be began his 
coaching career. After a row with, 
Fluminense’s president, he joined 
Athletice Mineiro and led the club to 
the Brazilian championship, then 
guided Sao Paulo, Botafogo, Gremio 
and Palmeiras, Took over the Brazif- 
jan national team in 1980 and was at 
the helm during the “glorious fail- 
ure” in Spain, resigning soon after- 
wards. Following a lucrative stint In 
Saudi Arabia, he was brought back to 
steer Brazil through the World Cup 
qualifying rounds last year and, lat- 
er, appointed coach for the Mexican 
expedition. Believes passionately in 
Brazil’s traditional exhilarating 
brand of soccer. 
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Having long since discovered that’ 
natural talent is seldom enough in 
the World Cup, Hungary is prepar- 
ing as never before for the 1986 fin- 
als in Mexico. 


Gyorgy Mezey, voted European 
Manager of the Year in 1985, is leav- 
ing nothing to chance and has com- 
piled a 300-page World Cup dossier 
which he has distributed to all poten- 
tial national squad players. 


“This is our bible for Mexico,” is 
how Mezey describes the book 
which lays down his requirements 
for the players’ lifestyles — order- 
ing them to cut down on their smeo- 
king... reduce weight... drink lots 
of fruit juice...eat high protein 
dinners and light breakfasts. 


It also has information on what to expect 
in Mexico — including World Cup rules, 
the influence of altitude, weather condi- 
tions and general environment. 

Mezey’s “bible” has a special chapter on 
drugs and doping tests. 


It contains a list of 161 medicaments 


which are officially banned, Including 
cures for colds, and a warning that players 
must not take medicines without strict 
medical supervision. 


Mezey, 43, took charge just under four 


years ago after former manager Kalman 
Meszoly resigned because he was con- 
vinced Hungary could not qualify for 
Mexico. 


Though the days of Puskas, Bozsik, Koc- 


sis and Hidegkuti are but a fond memory, 
Hungary not only qualified but did so in 
style by finishing top of a group which also 
included Austria and the Netherlands. 


And although European champion 


France and the Soviet Union are the obvi- 
ous candidates to progress to the second 
round from Group C in Mexico, they will 
discount the Hungarians at their peril. 


Mezey has led a quiet revolution in 
Hungarian football. 

In the past, players arriving at a training 
camp could be seen lounging around wait- 
ing for someone to tell them what to do. 

Now they can be'seen training individ- 
ually even before the manager arrives 
with the practice schedule. 

“Every player in Hungary has a poten- 
tial place in the national side,” explained 
Mezey. “But he must prove he is good — 
and not just sometimes. He must also prove 
he is able to fully adapt to the community 
of the national squad.” 

Although Mezey is keeping his options 
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No.

But Hungary’s World Cup hopes re- 
ceived a double jolt before the prestige 
friendly international against Brazil in 
Budapest in mid-March. 

The squad’s most experienced player, 
team captain Tibor Nyilasi, was due to be 
operated on a back injury similar to that 
which had caused central defender Antal 
Roth to be sent home from the training 
camp in Benidorm, Spain, in January. 

And, while Rofh was recuperating, left 
fullback Zoltan Pefer underwent an opera- 
tion on a cartilage injury that he had kept 
quiet for 18 months in the hope that it 
would go away. 

These three, plus fringe player Ferenc 
MeSzaros, were not considered for the 
match against Brazil. Meszaros, injury in- 
jury-prone, also returned from the Spanish 
training camp with another leg injury. 

Nyilasi, who has played 70 matches and 
scored 32 goals since making his national 
team debut in 1975, was having injections 
for the pain caused by a displacement of 
bone when the Hungarian news media re- 
ported the injury. 

The recuperation of Nyilisi would ap- 
pear to be crucial to Hungary’s World 
Cup prospects; though available only for 
important matches since his transfer to 
Austraia Vienna and Gyorgy Mezey’s ap- 
pointment in the summer of 1983 Nyilasi 
has performed the “decoy” forward role 
with much success. 

The possible absence in Mexico of Pefer, 
the long-striding defender from Zaiaegers- 
zeg, must also be a big worry to Mezey. 

Jozsef Varga, formerly with Budapest 
Honved and first-choice left fullback, 
moved to Turkish first division club Deniz- 
lispor for this season and, according to Me- 
zey, the standard of club football there is 
inferior to Hungary’s.

It’s not true what they say about Aussie Rules foot- 
ballers. Some of them, like St Kilda’s “Incredible Hulk” 
Rene Kink, are very articulate and have a keen busi- 
ness sense. If you don’t believe, go see him at his latest 
$1.25 million venture — the St Albans Indoor Soccer 
Centre. 

“Our company sees an enormous demand in the future for 
indoor soccer. That’s why we’ve moved into this area — strictly 
for business reasons,” said Kink. - 


“We specifically chose St Albans because the western suburbs 
are a soccer stronghold, as we've found out by the many enqul- 
ries we've had for use of our centre.” 

Kink visited other indoor soccer centres in Melbourne, 
watching matches closely and becoming well versed in the 
different rules in use, 

“We've got the best nets, the best lighting and a superior court 
surface. We're using our own rules frame specifically for people 
who just want to get onto the court with their mates and enjoy 
themselves. We've got a bonus points scheme for goals. Depend- 
ing upon which zone you're in when you score you earn 10, nine, 
eight or seven points for your team. 

“And we don’t muck about when there’s foul play, arguing or 
swearing. The referee automatically sends players off for such 
offences.” 

One of the innovations at the St Albans Indoor Soccer Centre 
is the use, by match referees, of a radio-controlled, hand-held 
microcomputer, allowing both players and spectators to hear 
decisions and enabling the referee to control the main 
scoreboard.
